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Robert Morris University 
offering athletic 
scholarship for gamers

Robert Morris University Illinois’ newest ath- 
letic team will be treated like every other at the 
school. Athletes will be offered scholarships, 
uniforms, post-game meals and a facility where 
they can practice. They also will be expected 
to attend team meetings, play at a competitive 
level and keep their grades up. 

The only difference is the arena they play in 
doesn’t technically exist. 

That’s the concept for what the university 
is calling a first-of-its-kind scholarship pro- 
gram for eGaming, where this fall, the school’s 
athletic program hopes to build a “League of 
Legends” team for competitive play. The role- 
playing/real-time strategy fantasy game boasts 
67 million players per month, according to 
Riot Games, one of its publishers. Also ac- 
cording to Riot, Robert Morris will be the first 
school in the country to offer a collegiate-level 
athletic scholarship for competitive gaming. 


“It came to me while I was looking up a 
game I used to play a while ago, ‘StarCraft,’ ” 
said Kurt Melcher, Robert Morris associate 
athletic director and eSport program director. 
“It led me to ‘League of Legends,’ and I was 
shocked at the scope and how many people are 
playing this game.” 

The game has gained quite the following. 
Twenty-seven million players log on daily to 
play, and competition has become so fierce 
that tournaments have been featured on 
ESPN and broadcast at a packed Staples Cen- 
ter in Los Angeles. 

Melcher successfully pitched the idea of 
an eSport team to the athletic department, 
and this fall, the school will offer scholarships 
of up to 50 percent of both tuition and room 
and board for those who qualify. The students 
will prepare to compete in the “League of Leg- 
ends” Collegiate Star League, which includes 
103 colleges and universities such as Harvard 
and Arizona State. The difference, however, is 
that RMU’s team will be the first to be recog- 
nized as athletes. 

“It’s definitely not a sport where you're ex- 
erting yourself cardiovascularly, but it’s men- 


tal,” Melcher said, adding that playing the 
game involves high levels of critical thinking, 
strategy and skill. “I think there’s an initial level 
of shock [among RMU’s other athletes], a roll- 
ing of the eyes. But when you explain what the 
game is and how you have to work as a team, 
people come to some level of understanding.” 

Players take the form of one of many “cham- 
pions” on a team of five. Champions have dif- 
ferent abilities and skill sets, and teams must 
work together to destroy a base in the enemy 
team’s territory. 

Melcher said he’s already gotten responses 
to his recruiting, fielding inquiries from players 
bothlocallyand fromas faras Serbia. He expects 
to field one to three teams initially, and hopes 
to add games like “Starcraft 2” and “Dota 2” 
if there is enough interest. While he hopes 
eventually to gain support at the collegiate 
level, it’s not likely to happen soon. An NCAA 
spokeswoman said in an email Thursday that 
the organization currently is “not considering 
adding eGaming as an NCAA championship” 
sport. 

Still, Melcher hopes the idea spreads. 

“We're the first to give scholarships, but I

hope we're not the last,” he said. “I hope we 
someday have collegiate representation at 
some level.” 

Drew Dicksen, an RMU men’s volleyball 
team member, is helping Melcher recruit stu- 
dents to the team. An avid “League of Leg- 
ends” player himself, Dicksen said he is excited 
to be involved with the program. 

“It gives people the opportunity to earn a 
higher education with a different skill set,” 
he said. “It gives people who may not be able 
to earn a scholarship with traditional sports a 
chance to do so with a skill set that’s becoming 
more popular.” 

Dicksen said the concept has inspired 
chuckles among fellow athletes, but also ex- 
citement. He said the response among the 
gaming community has been so great that peo- 
ple have even sent messages via his “League of 
Legends” character asking about the program. 

“Personally I would love to see this take off,” 
he said.

Lightning, thunder 
couldn't stop Goliath 


World’s fastest wooden 
roller coaster opened 
Thursday despite storm

The new Goliath roller coaster at Six Flags 
Great America in Gurnee offers the world’s 
fastest wooden roller coaster (at 72 mph), 
with the longest and steepest vertical drop 
(180 feet at 85 degrees). It also goes upside 
down. Twice. 

After much fanfare, media attention and 
an opening pushed back due to construction 
delays from a cold, wet spring, Goliath finally 
opened Thursday morning amid dark skies 
and scares of lightning and thunder. 

Goliath has nowhere near the sheer physi- 
cal scale of the white-painted American 
Eagle wooden coaster, which towers over 
Interstate 94. With the twin tracks of Ameri- 
can Eagle, plus the Viper, Little Dipper and 
now Goliath, Great America boasts more 
wooden track (16,458 feet) than any other 
amusement park in the country. 

Goliath was built over the past year 


wide market on a new kind of roller coaster 
that repairs worn-out traditional wooden 
coasters, and wraps the steel of the track bed 
around laminated pine pieces, rather than lay- 
ing metal tracks over a wooden structure. 

“That’s how we can do those inversions, 
and the other extreme elements,” company 
President Fred Grubb said. 

Inversions are rare for a wooden coaster. 
For Goliath’s first drop, the climb is steep, 
and the summit, at 165 feet over terra firma, 
is brief. The track drops away and roars 5 de- 
grees shy of straight down. 

There’s also what’s called a Zero-Gravity 
Stall—the train doesn’t stop, the stall is what 
your stomach does. 

“That’s a good name for it,” says Duane 
Marden, of Milwaukee, who runs the Roller 
Coaster Database (rcdb.com). 

Goliath will be holding onto its claims 
as fastest wooden roller coaster for a while: 
Rocky Mountain has the patent, and its next 
project is a smaller wooden coaster at Kol- 
marden Wildlife Park in Sweden. (Grubb also 
acknowledged he signed a noncompete agree-

Not tone-deaf, nor a smash 


After a recent cold 
streak (“Invictus,” 
“Hereafter,” 

“J. Edgar”), Clint East- 


: wood, an admittedly 
odd choice to direct 
“Jersey Boys,” makes 


a few good decisions 
with his adaptation of 
the Broadway hit: 
Casting relative 
unknowns. As much 
as some viewers 
would giggle over 
seeing Justin Timber- 
lake, Joseph Gordon-Levitt, Channing Tatum 
and Zac Efron as the Four Seasons, that 
would have been distracting and wrong. 
Featuring a scene of Frankie John Lloyd 
Young, who won a Tony for the role) singing 
a full song early in the movie, to give an 
immediate sense of his talent and potential. 
Though the 38-year-old Young does look far 
too old in early scenes of Frankie at 16. 
Working with a different makeup team 
than he did on “J. Edgar,” in which the old- 
man makeup was just dreadful. 
But back to Eastwood being a strange 
choice. Did you see “Jersey Boys” on stage? 
It had life and flash. It wasn’t the deepest 
examination of the music biz or those who si- 
multaneously conquer and are devoured by it, 
but it was fun. The movie version of “Jersey 
Boys”? Reasonably entertaining; not that fun. 
Part of it’s the shaky balance between 
the “Goodfellas”-lite drama and the music. 
“Jersey Boys” doesn’t get terribly close to 
either. Early on, there’s a great moment when

Bob Gaudio (Erich Bergen, who also played 
the role on stage) joins the band and we see 
how he, Frankie, wiseguy leader Tommy 
(Vincent Piazza) and bassist Nick (Michael 
Lomenda, another stage vet) build a song as 
the first step toward creating a legend. Then 
the movie shrugs off most of the creative 
process, overlooking the necessary ambition 
and day-to-day challenges. The family lives 
get short shrift too, included for emotional 
weight without early scenes to suggest the 
characters even care. It sort of resembles 
genre parody “Walk Hard;” “That Thing You 
Do!” better tracked its musicians’ diverging 
agendas. 

And yet there’s enough here for some 
smiles. The music, of course, is automatic, 
toe-tapping happiness, and the tactic of 
different characters addressing the audi- 
ence works better than expected. The script 
from the folks behind the Tony-winning 
play doesn’t make anything out of each man 
remembering the past differently—that kind 
of statement needs impact, not just egos and 
a thin notion of Jersey loyalty. 

But every so often, there’s a scene like 
Frankie’s future wife advising him on the 
spelling of his name—the film’s version of 
Sean Parker (Justin Timberlake) changing 
The Facebook to Facebook in “The Social 
Network.” Or Christopher Walken, as a 
likable mob boss, gaining traction from 
something as small as his inflection in the 
line, “Ooh.” Delicious.

sey Boys” stage show. The movie bites its gags 
from everything from “Futurama” to “Sour 
Grapes.” Other jokes rip off basically every 
other movie about Vegas and/or people con- 
sidering parenthood. 

The thin excuse for a plot involves Michael 
(Terrence Jenkins) and Candace’s (Regina 
Hall) approaching wedding, having missed 
the memo about not holding bachelor/bach- 
elorette parties the night before the wedding.

Alas, they round up their guys and gals for

its contract among its people. Sure, it may 
look like “The Road” in Australia, but “The 
Rover” is a tense piece of narrative restraint 
that makes its bullets and death as scary as 
they should be. 

“You should never stop thinking about a 
life you’ve taken,” Eric (Guy Pearce) tells Rey 
(Robert Pattinson). “That’s the price you pay 
for taking it.” In shorts that don’t exactly cor- 
respond to his steely resolve, Eric has picked 
up Rey, a man with developmental disabilities 
who has just been shot, and forced him to 
lead Eric to his brother (Scoot McNairy), 
who has stolen Eric’s car. It’s a simple mis- 
sion with a larger motivation hidden inside, 
and writer/director David Michod (‘Animal 
Kingdom”) shows how urgency can be cre- 
ated through patience. Eric encounters an 
extremely lazy food mart owner (“I’ve got 
tins of things and drinks and stuff”) and 


shows a gun seller why it’s foolish to talk 
trash while letting your customer sample the 
merchandise. 

At the same time, “Rover” sorta-also is just 
another movie about the end of the world- 
ish, set “to years after the collapse” with no 
additional detail. In a good, challenging role, 
Pattinson handles the character’s feelings but 
overdoes it with constant face scrunchiness. 
Pearce (“The Proposition”) makes a great 
man of few words, as Eric asks questions but 
rarely answers them. He isn’t an only-in-the- 
movies strong, silent type. He’s mourning 
the end of what it means to be a person, with 
humans acting like animals and household 
animals no longer safe around people. When 
the law vanishes, will we still answer to 
ourselves? 

Good thing the writing and filmmaking are 
often so tart—an early shot of a flipped car 
sliding past the window of a bar sets the tone 
for unexpected and useful dark comedy—or 
“Rover” might have been pretty depressing, 
even for the apocalypse.

Imagine your dream grandpa: He’s the best 
storyteller. Dotes on your grandma. Has plen- 
ty of sage wisdom to share. Calls you “cutie.” 

Oh, and he’s also Big Bird. 

That’s basically Caroll Spinney, the 80-year- 
old puppeteer who has played the 8-foot-tall 
feathery friend as well as Oscar the Grouch 
on “Sesame Street” for the past 45 years. “I 
Am Big Bird: The Caroll Spinney Story,” 
which premiered at the Los Angeles Film Fes- 
tival over the weekend, is aiming to bring his 
story to a wider audience. The movie shows 
Spinney performing on the set of the PBS 
program but also uses archival footage to 
spotlight some of the memorable moments in 
his career—his relationship with Jim Henson, 
traveling abroad with Bob Hope and filming 
the 1983 special “Big Bird in China.” 

When directors Dave LaMattina and Chad 
Walker set out to make the film five years ago,

they assumed there was a good chance they'd 
be capturing Spinney in his final year on “Ses- 
ame Street.” 

“It quickly became evident,” LaMattina 
said with a laugh, “that that was just not going 
to happen.” 

“Nah,” said Spinney, sitting beside the film- 
maker, “If you rest, you rust.” 

Spinney’s reluctance to retire is at the core 
of “I Am Big Bird,” as the film explores the 
personality traits he shares with the charac- 
ters he portrays. It’s clear that Spinney views 
Big Bird as an extension of himself. In one of 
the film’s more poignant scenes, he recalls an 
instance in which the costume was vandalized 
by a group of teens. Lying disheveled in a pile 
of dirt, a big patch of feathers had been ripped 
off the bird’s chest and an eye was hanging off. 

“It was like seeing my little boy wrecked,” 
Spinney said, his voice heavy with emotion. “I 
didn’t have a great time at school. I was teased 


because of my name, my size, my big ears— 
and shame on them. I was a good kid who just 
wanted everybody to like me. That’s the way 
Big Bird is. I’m reliving a better childhood 
through that bird who is a child, and I think 
I’m awfully lucky to have that child.” 

Still, playing Big Bird is demanding. Af- 
ter he pulls the character’s orange legs on 
like a pair of pants, the bird’s yellow body is 
placed over his torso. To control Big Bird’s 
head, he uses his left arm, which he has to 
hold in the air constantly. He’s also not able 
to see through the costume, so he interacts

with the other puppets by watching a moni- 
tor that is strapped to his chest via what he 
refers to as an “electronic bra.” Oh, and the 
lines: Since he’s hidden from view, he doesn’t 
have to memorize them—instead, he cuts up 
his script and tapes it to his monitor. It’s a lot 
to juggle. 

But Spinney looks beyond the mechanics of 
the puppeteering and finds something more 
fulfilling in the role. “I’ve always said that of 
all the characters, Big Bird is more human 
than anyone on the show—even the humans. 
He has human foibles and emotions,” he said.
